CITY FUNDS. 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 

The City Auditor has been kept very 
busy during the past week auditing the 
large number of demands passed by 
the Council at the close of the fiscal 
year. During the week 1100 demands, 
aggregating $74,779.65, were audited. To 
meet this heavy drain on the funds 
transfers amounting to $56,200 were 
made. As a result most of the funds 
still show a credit balance, although 
two are now on the wrong side of the 
ledger. The salary fund shows a deficit 
thie week of $2648.92 and the dog fund 
is behind $90.50. Other funds show 
credit balances in the following 
amounts:

LICENSE TAX DUE. 
A JUSTICE TAKEN TO COURT. 


The town of Santa Monica began suit 
in the Superior Court yesterday against 
Agnus Matthew Guidinger, justice ot 
the peace of that township. to recover 
judgment for $59, alleged to be due for 
a Violation of the municipality's license 
ordinance. 

This ordinance wes passed last April 
to provide for the licensing of business 
carried on in Santa Monica, for the pur- 
pose of regulation and revenue and 
punishing violations thereof. Ever 
since the passage of the ordinance, it 
is alleged, Guidinger has carried on 
the business of acting as agent for the 
Empire Laundry Company and the 
Excelsior Laundry Company, but has 
failed and refused to pay the license 
tax as required by the ordinance, l- 
though often requested to do 60. The 
rate prescribed is $25 a year for each 
person acting as agent or solicitor for 
any laundry whose works are located 
outside the corporate Iimits.

THE TERMINAL’S PLAINT. 


WANTS ASSESSMENT REDUCED. 

Vice-President Ferd K. Rule made 
application to the County Board of 
Equalization yesterday for a reduction 
in the assessment recently levied on the 
property of the Los Angeles Terminal 
Rallway Company. 

The assessed valuation of the com- 
pany’s rolling stock and roadbed, as 
fixed by County Assessor Caldwell, is 
now on the books at $234,380, and the 
franchise at $54,000. The company 


asks that the assessment on the road- 


tal 

$164,447. The reason advanced for the 
reduction is that the Terminal Railway 
is not making a cent of profit, and that 
ite fifty miles or road are being oper- 
ated without return. And, moreover,

Others of the “next-to-kin” operators 
apparently have whole associations of 
heirs in tow, to whom they make bland 
s once in so often, and assess 
them so much more apiece all around. 
One member of the “Jennens Associa- 
tion” wrote to the Chancery Court 
that an assessment of $5 for the year 
ending June 30, 1834. had just been an- 
nounced, and asked for particulars 
concerning the estate before surrender- 
ing his V. The answer was that there 
was not one sixpence in chancery be- 
longing to this estate. Nevertheless, 
$0 many persons were by the ears over 
the matter that the facts regarding the 
real estate were made known. The 
case was especially interesting, for it 
is said that Dickens based his “Jarn- 
dyce vs. Jarndyee“ upon it. 

William Jennens, a bachelor of Ac- 
ton, Suffolk, and Grosvenor Square.

Consequently, his landed estates passed 
to his hetr-at-law, George Augustus 
William Curzon, and now they belong 
to Farl Howe. the head of the Curzon 
family. Mr. Jennens’s personal prop- 
erty passed to his cousins, and part of 
it now belongs to Earl Beauchamp 
and others. 

Rut the “Jensens Association of the 
United States, as the righteous mult. 
tude gathered together by an unusually 
energetic agency was called, was not 
to be daunted so easily, and thev ac- 
tvally brought suit against Earl Howe.

A LETTER FROM THE EMBASSY.

This “estate” is variously represented 
as consisting of $806.009 000 in the Bank 
of Engiand, or of 409,000 acres of land 
in England. or both, which await dis- 
tribution American “heirs.” and 
it is asserted that an act of Parliament 
to provide for the distribution was 


passed. 

All these statements are gross false. 
hoods, intended to obtain money from 
the credulous under pretense of prose- 
cuting their claims.

There is no such estate In England 
as the “Lawrence-Towneley” or 
“Chase-Towneley” estate, nor any 
known family of that designation. 

The “Towneley estate is a landed 
property of about eighteen thousand 
acres in the counties of Lancaster and 
York, which is now and has been fora 
long time in the possession of its law- 
ful owners. Their title is completely 
protected by the law of England. There 
are no unknown or American owners of 
any part of the property and no 
ground whatever for any such claim. 

Of course the embassy knew before 
it made its investigations that English 
law makes the pretentions of these de- 
luded “American heirs” absurd on their 
face. It can be said, too, that out of all 
the cases which various Ambassadors’ 
good nature has led them to probe, not 
one valid one ever has been found. The 
situation is no laughing matter at the 
embassy but there is one story that 
even the gavernment officials chuckle 
over, and that shows up the pi'tful ab- 
surdity of such a quest. One individual, 
evidentjy soft-soaped to the absolute 
limit by ‘the “missing heirs people.

embassy about a little matter cf six or 
seven millions to which he. believed 
himself the heir. The embarsy looke14:

magnetic storm. At such times the 
earth's magnetic currents often form 
into whirls and funnel-like vortices in 
the upper atmosphere, just as do cur- 
rents of wind. " 


SUNSPOTS TO BLAKE. 


Magnetic storms are the opposite of 


thunderstorms, in that they increase 
in intensity as we approach the colder 
regions of the earth. Thus, at Los An- 
geies, Cal.. in November, 1882, a mag 
netic storm deflected the compass needle 
1 deg. out of its true direction. At 
the same moment Gen. Greely, then 
om his Arctic ex ition, at Franklin 
Bay, northwest of Greenland, saw the 
game storm detect his needle more 
. Frequently telegraph lines 
are interfered with by magnetic storms, 
and it thus becomes impossible to trans- 
mit messages while they are raging. 
The instruments sometimes flash and 
Shock the operators. 

Ip August, 18%, a magnetic storm 
lasting two days thus affected tele- 
graph wires running east and west. 
the same time there occurred brilliant 
displays of the aurors is, or 
northern lights. Dr. Rauer tells me 
that there is an unquestionable connec- 
tion between sun spots and magnetic 
storms. Every eleven or twelve years 
old Sols face breaks out with a serious 
eruption. At the same period the 
aurora is usually brightest and mar- 
netic storms are most numerous. The 
next season of greatest sun-spot activ- 
ity will occur in 1903-4. We may then 
anticipate severe disturbances of the 
compass needie and telegraph wire.

WAVES. 


To keep a photographic record of all 
igregularities of the magnetic needle,

the bright pot to travel across the pa- 
per, thus leaving on the latter a com- 
plete record of its journey. If the mag- 
netic needle remains quiet a whole day 
the black line on the moving paper 
will be exactly straight. A magnetic 
storm will Cauge the line to become all 
jagged and scrawled. Certain marks on 
this paper will enable the magnetician 
to estimate the exact time when such 
disturbances have occurred. In a sim!- 
lar instrument the compass needle will 
be balanced to dip up and down on a 
horizontal pivot and thus measure 
changes in currents running in a verti- 
cal plane. A third device will contain 
a similar dipping needle suspended by 
pieces of quartz fiber. By giving this 
fiber a twist the needle will be made 
to rock up and down like the walking 
beam of a steamboat. The velocity of 
its beat, timed through a telescope, will 
measure the intensity of the earth's 
maghetic pull at the time. 

VISITORS MUST DOFF SHOES. 

As if entering a Mohammedan 
mosque, visitors at the projected ob- 
servatory must doff their shoes at the 
door, This taboo will, however, apply 
only to footwear having iron nails in 
the heels.

BRITISH PRAISE FOR OUR STAND 
ON THE CHINESE SITUATION. 


{London Correspondence Washington 
The China situation overshad- 
ows the war just at present, when 
things are so lively in the yellow 
kingdom, and so stagnant in South 
Africa. 

It is recognized here that in any 
case We are face to face with a crisis 
which will need all the skill and tact 
of all the diplomatists at Peking to 
tide safely over. Should there de 
anything like a break-up, politicians 
here. whether Conservatives or Liber- 
als, have little faith in Lord Salisbury 
being able to hold his own, if pitted 
against the more astute and more 
resolute Muacovite diplomatists. Ille 
has been jockeyed by the Russians re- 

tediv in Chine. and he will de 
likely to be jockeyed again. The gov- 
ernment has no policy in the Far 
East. They do not know what they 
want, and if they did, they would not 
know how to obtain it. Russia, on 
the other hand, has a policy. and is 
always ready to enforce it. The last 
hope of a peaceful settlement lies in 
euch a combination of the powers in 
the interests of peace. as would er- 
fectually prevent Russia, or any other 
single power taking the settlement into 
its own hands. 

If the Emperor could be rescued from 


throne e secure by the protection 
of the ers working together, the 
real break-up might not come 50 soon. 
But come it must, sooner or iater, and 
then look out for wars in China, and 
trouble among the powers. We have 
seen the beautiful effects of the Eu- 
ropean concert” over Turkey and Crete, 
and where such luscious morsels are 
concerned, ase would result from the 
partition of China affairs would doubt- 
less become very lively, not only in the 
Far East, but nearer home. 

The United States is taking a wise 
part in holding aloof from acti with 
the European powers.

ARTILLERY A HINDRANCE TO 
BOER TACTICS. 


To the Boer a position has no impor- 
tance save as a place to fight from. 
One kopje top is the same as another 
kopje top, and, if the enemy beset one 
overmuch, it is wise to remove to an- 
other. With cannon, this maneuver is 
impossible. Men must stand by the 
guns or lose them. The typical Boer 
will lose them, and I q tion if any 
of the old commandoes ll consent to 
give battle hampered by stationary or 
cumbersome artillery. 

The strength of the Boers, then, lies 
in the back country commandoes, who 
will engage, maybe in nsiderable 
numbers, but who wil! invariably avoid 
heavy assault by rapid retreats, fol- 
lowed by reformations on the flank of 
the opposing force. The weakness lies 
in the inability to cooperate with ar- 
tillery—not that their commanders do 
not understand its value, but that the 
burghers resent its immobility. 

The most serious weakness of the 
Boer army is the scarcity of its gun- 
ners. Already there has been a ter- 
rible death rate among the artillerists, 
and it must be remembered that each 
vacancy is a permanent vacancy. Jou- 
bert can bring up commando after 
commando to take the place of the 
killed among his mounted infantry, 
but he has no recruits wherewith to 
man his depleted guns. Their em- 
ciency is dependent upon the lives of 
the men who have been trained to 
work them. It is for that reason that 
the naval contingent has become of a 
moment worth a whole division of re- 
inforcements to Gen. White. The av- 
erage Boer would as soon stand before 
the muzzie of a loaded cannon as take 
charge of it at the breach. It was with 
the greatest difficulty the native-born 
members of the Staats Artil s have 
been induced to practice wi thetr 
guns at Pretoria. At no time have 
they been fond of their mighty and 
mysterious arms. In the artillery lies 
the chief weakness of the 

The strength of the Boers, on the 
other hand, lies in the presence at 
their head of all the old leaders save 
Nicholas Smit, dead in 189%, and J. 
H. M. Koch, killed at Elandsiaagte. 
The Boer brain is still intact.

Herr J. Bungarts, ihe famous animai 
painter, to whom I am indebted for in- 
formation, is the president of the So- 
ciety of Red Cross dogs, which he him- 
self founded in 1893, under the distin- 
guished patronage of the Duke of Edin- 
burgh. This society, which, by the 
way, has some 700 members enrolled, 
undertakes the breeding of these dogs 
and training them free for the German 
army service.

JAPANESE NAVAL REVIEW.* 


The Yokohama correspondent of the 
New York Commercial Advertiser, un- 
der date of May 6, describes the first 
review of the Japanese navy. The 
week's maneuvers were carried out in 
strict secrecy, foreign attaches and 
newspaper men being barred. But at- 
tachés and journalists were welcomed to 
the review in Kobé Bay. The review 
was carried on without a visible hitch 
or miscalculation, every cvolution be- 
ing effected exactly as intended, and 
on the minute schedu As early as 
7 o'clock the fleet was in review or- 
der—an immense rectangle within which 
warships lay anchored in four lines. 
three miles in length. parallel with 
the shore. The new battleship, the 
Shikishima, the first three-funneled 
vessel of the Japanese navy, having the 
place of honor at the head of the first 
line, the farthest from the beach ot 
the bay. Seventeen other battleships 
and cruisers made up the two outer 
lines, while torpedo boats, destroyers 
and other small craft composed the 
inner lines. In all the ships in review 
| were these> Five battleships, three 
‘coast-defenge ships, thirteen cruisers, 
one torpedg-tender, one torpedo gun- 
boat, ten destroyers and seventeen tor- 
pedo boats.

Of these yards five 
are used for the construction of naval 
vessels, having an aggregate capacity 
for the simultaneous construction of 
over forty of the largest ships, twenty- 
eight torpedo destroyers and thirty 
torredo boats. Just now the different 
yards in Stettin alone are constructing 
thirty large vessels. including the 
Deutschiand (completed.) 16.000 tons: 
a fast steamer for the North German 
Lloyd. 14,800 tons. and three other pas- 
sesger steamers of 11,000 tons each. The 
official statistics show that the Ger- 
man ports were visited during the 
past year by 140,000 vessels. whose com- 
bined tonnage was 30,000,000. On Sep- 
tember 30 last, Great Rritain had 1. 
247,000 tons of commercial! ships in con- 
struction, against Germany's 199.000 
tons.
